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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . It is acknowledged that the application claims benefit of US provisional application No. 
60/195,901 filed April 10, 2000. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United 
States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application by another who 
has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1), (2), and (4) of section 371(c) of this title before the invention 
thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act of 1999 
(ABPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical Amendments Act of 2002 
do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting directly or indirectly from an 
international application filed before November 29, 2000. Therefore, the prior art date of the 
reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AIPA 
35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Elgamal (US 
6,138,107) 

-Elgamal discloses a method of electronic payment comprising a buyer purchasing a 
prepaid account of a stipulated amount from an account vendor (Internet Payment Gateway 
("PG")) (see fig. 1, 18-35; and col. 6, lines col. 11, line 53 to col. 12, line 9); 

-the buyer receiving an account identifier from the account vendor (PG) (see col. 7, 
lines 12-20; and col. 8, lines 61-64); the buyer selecting goods and services for purchase from a 
seller (see col. 7, lines 20-35); the buyer tendering payment though debiting the prepaid account 
(EMA) and crediting the amount to the seller (see col. 7, lines 20-44); the seller obtaining 
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verification from the account vendor will provide payment to the seller in the amount of the 
buyer's purchase (see col. 7, lines 31-32). 

The buyer receiving a tangible account card from the account vendor recording at least 
one of the following categories of information: the account identifier, the amount of the account, 
the account vendor and the means for a seller to verify payment for goods and services selected 
by the buyer (see col. 6, lines 48 to col. 7, line 3); Wherein the account card is machine readable 
(see col. 6, lines 48+); and a machine readable device that can be encoded with an individual 
identifier (encryption) monetary account maintained on an electronic data base correlating the 
identifier (see col. 8, lines 48 to col. 9, line 19)
